However, both 
exhibit large, oversized borders and generally good print quality leading to several survivors at the superb gem level. With a relatively small print 
run of only 5,455, these are scarcer than the notes from the previous 1776 issue. Notes from the 1777 Delaware issue have long been coveted as an 
excellent type note for a Thirteen Colony set. In our November sale, we sold a 4 pence note at this same grade level for $2,640. If you have been 
paying attention to recent auction results then you are already aware of massive pricing premiums being paid for Top Pop caliber Colonials and 
Continentals.

With the strength of the market for Colonial-era notes, we expect this note to realize a premium figure and the bidding to be fierce once 
it crosses the auction block.

Issued after the State of Ohio rejected a state banking charter for the Kirtland community, these “Anti-Banking Notes” represent the 
defiance of the community which elected to operate its own independent banking institution. As a result, and precaution, the name of 
the bank was changed from the Kirtland Safety Society Bank to the Kirtland Safety Society Anti-Banking Company to take advantage of 
a legal loophole which allowed financial institutions to operate in the absence of a state charter as a joint-stock company. 


Shares were sold to the LDS community in Kirtland with an estimated 200 buyers participating, a move which yielded a total $19,644.70 
in paid-in capital, mostly in specie. In turn, notes representing the $1, $2, & $3 denominations each bearing the “Anti-Banking Co” 
imprint were issued for a total of $15,000, a total of $46,000 in unaltered notes were later issued in denominations of $1 to $20, in addition 
to possibly a further $65,000 worth of unaltered notes. 


Bearing the penned signatures (likely applied by a host of scribes) of Sidney Rigdon, a prominent leader in the early Latter Day Saints 
movement and rival to Joseph Smith and N.K. Whitney the then-presiding First Bishop of the Church, this note like its peers represent 
a tangible remainder of American history and the early history of the Latter-Day Saints movement before its relocation to Nauvoo and 
eventually Salt Lake City. 


Today examples from this short-lived institution are feverishly sought by collectors and drive strong realizations on account of their 
association with the early LDS Movement and signatures from personages such as Joseph Smith due to his position as an early leader of 
the church. The present example, despite lacking a signature from Smith, bore witness to only moderate circulation and handling, a fate 
uncommon for many “Anti-Banking Notes.” Truly an exceptional treat for the collector of numismatic items directly related to the Latter- 
Day Saints movement.

A major portion of this treaty was the settlement of the 1846 claims due from Washington in 
the form of specie ($77,644.36, per Douglas B. Ball’s research) and a trove of $172,300 in Confederate treasury notes. The planned higher 
denomination notes, mostly $20, $50, and $100 notes, would help in commerce, while local change needs could be met by this series, 
which was printed in denominations from 50 cents to $5. The notes were signed by two Ross family members: Lewis Ross, brother of 
Chief John Ross, and Clerk Joshua Ross, who was a wealthy slaveholder. These notes did not circulate for long, as most were seized and 
destroyed in the Union raid in July of 1862, which resulted in the capture and deportation of Chief John Ross by Union officials. He was 
replaced by his constant nemesis within the Nation, Stand Watie, as Chief, who was also made a Brigadier General in the Confederate 
Army. This is a uniface note printed on very thin, nearly translucent rag paper. It is without imprint, but now attributed to John Candy 
in the Shull-Criswell reference. Intricate, ornamental patterns are seen at the top and bottom frame lines. End panels at left and right, 
composed of linked oval ornaments, enclose the denomination HALF DOLLAR in English at the left and translated into the Sequoyah 
(named for the Cherokee innovator) alphabet at the right. The interesting use of both language styles helped prevent raising the notes’ 
denominations. The bolded numeric denomination is at upper left. The obligation is across, bolded Fifty Cents, and its translation in 
dialect. The additional obligation at the top, “Issued by authority of Law in lieu of Notes of the Confederate States,” is continued along the 
bottom margin, “which are retained in the Treasury for the redemption hereof.” The Shull-Criswell Rarity 10 (5-15 known) is accurate.

A fascinating item from the Early Republic, this official 
document relating to the appointment of one Benjamin Maxwell to the position of Justice of the Peace for Franklin County signed by Elbridge 
Gerry in his capacity as Governor of Massachusetts. Known today for his association with the practice of Gerrymandering, a term derived from 
his last name and the supposed resemblance of a state senate district to a salamander. Gerry's signature is highly sought after due to his association 
with the Declaration of Independence and prominence during the Revolutionary War. 


Elbridge Gerry (1744 - 1814) 


Born in 1744 as the son of Marblehead merchants, Gerry would be educated at Harvard and become involved in both his father’s business and local 
and colonial politics. As a delegate to the Second Continental Congress, Gerry was 1 of 56 signers of the Declaration of Independence, and would 
continue to practice politics following the end of the war serving as a Congressman and later as Governor of Massachusetts from 1810 to 1812 and 
finally Vice President under James Madison from 1813 to 1814 before dying of a heart attack at the age of 70.

Among the many 
communities to dot the landscape of Orange County, Tustin was once 
a small quiet community before the suburban growth of the postwar- 
era saw a dramatic increase in population for Orange County and 
the surrounding area. Before then, Tustin like many of its Southern 
California peers was served by a single bank. In operation from 1912 
until well after the end of the National-Banking-era in 1935, the First 
National Bank despite its small size was a long-standing pillar of 
the community issuing a total circulation of just under $700,000.00. 
Today a total of 51 notes from this community are recorded by the 
National Bank Note Census with this example likely representing the 
finest known for this institution among those survivors.

A total of 30 
notes are recorded here by the National Bank Note Census, of which 
large-size examples account for 9 notes from the recorded population.

Out of a total circulation of less than $340,000, a total of 9 notes are 
recorded here by the National Bank Note Census. Of those examples, 
the example presented here retains exceptional eye appeal on account 
of bright paper, vivid penned signatures, and selvage along the bottom 
margin.

This “A” plate position note has 
retained its complete selvage with all of the different markings that 
one sees at the top of Third Charter sheets. PMG notes “Staple Holes” 
but they seem to do little to affect the visual appeal of this handsome 
note.

For example, only 4 1902 Plain Backs from here have achieved 
an Uncirculated grade to date. The present example which features 
bold dark-blue overprints and premium originality and eye appeal 
has been noted for “Exceptional Paper Quality” by PMG, is sure to 
attract attention on account of both condition and the rarity of certain 
high grade types from this charter.

However, among those who 
specialize in Florida National Bank Notes, Deland represents one of 
a handful of charters where collectors can find high grade examples 
with relative ease along with the likes of Pensacola and Tampa. Unlike, 
its institutional counterparts within the state, those high grade notes 
from Deland represent a trove of single digit serial numbers likely 
saved by astute bank officers in the 1930s or consigned to a dusty bank 
vault and forgotten about until being rediscovered and put to market. 
In any case, this note offers anything and everything a collector would 
want from a National, from the impressive serial number, the lofty 
grade and EPQ designation for “Exceptional Paper Quality” from 
PMG, to the desirable nature of Florida Nationals as a whole, this note 
is sure to please the next lucky owner.

The First 
National Bank of Fitzgerald, Georgia, like its peers scattered across 
rural Georgia has only 5 Dates Backs recorded, of those only 3 are 
representatives of this denomination. For the devoted group of 
National Bank Note collectors who specialize in Georgia, spirited 
bidding is likely to ensue for this exceedingly rare note, and only one 
will be able to add this rarity to their holdings.

A rare charter even among those 
that populate Georgia's rural landscape, this short-lived charter serving Screven County along the border with South Carolina was in 
operation from 1916 to 1930 when the bank was absorbed by the Sylvania Banking Co. With a total circulation of almost $250,000 the 
National Bank was an institution like its counterparts with comparable circulations. Out of that figure, however, only a handful of notes 
are recorded along with only three confirmed auction appearances in the past 30 years. Track & Price records three notes, including this 
one, while the National Bank Note Census records two, as this example has yet to be recorded there as of this writing. In any case, with 
the strength of the market for Georgia Nationals and their overall popularity and scarcity, it stands to reason that this will mark a rare 
opportunity to acquire a note from this charter unlikely to be repeated within the next decade. Indeed a must have for any advanced 
Georgia specialist seeking to build a first-rate assemblage of Peach State Nationals.

Hailing from one of the rarest states in the country for Nationals, this lovely $100 Plain Back from Idaho’s northern Panhandle bore 
witness to only light circulation and retains strong eye appeal. Representative of only six notes recorded for its type and denomination, 
this example will mark an exceptional representative for Idaho in any collection of National Bank Notes or large size type notes as a whole.

A 
Chicagoland Type 1 $100 that served only a brief stint in commerce 
before ultimately being withdrawn from circulation and ultimately 
forgotten about in the intervening decades before resurfacing for 
the benefit of collectors. With wide margins and utterly original 
paper combined with deep embossing that stands out through the 
encapsulation, this example has likewise been noted for “Exceptional 
Paper Quality” by PMG.

Southern Illinois NB. Charter #5070. PMG Choice Very Fine

The bank was founded in 1897 only a year after a devastating tornado 
struck this community as well as St. Louis, Missouri, which is located 
right across the Mississippi River. The $10 Brown Back is in pretty low 
grade and reached the auction market a couple of decades ago. This 
$20 Brown Back has everything an aspiring collector could want. It is 
bright, colorful, and is seen with boldly accomplished signatures. We 
even see written in “Vice” in large letters next to the engraved “Prest.” 
As a common note it would stand on its own merits of breathtaking 
aesthetic qualities. When one considers that it is one of only two 
Brown Backs for this bank the plot begins to thicken. The denouement 
is at hand when we notice Serial Number 1 at lower left. For the entire 
state of Illinois, which has issued somewhere in the neighborhood of 
a gazillion national bank notes, this is one of a triumvirate of Serial 
Number One $20 Brown Backs. In the entire realm of Nationals there 
are a paltry 30 examples of this denomination and type bearing serial 
number one.

There are three $20 
Brown Backs listed in the NBN census and this is clearly the finest 
one. A really pretty example with wide margins, vivacious inks, and 
original paper surfaces.

#2126. PMG Choice Uncirculated 63 EPQ. A fitting town name 
from the “Land of Lincoln,’ this small community was named for the 
16th President before he was even elected President in 1853. The First 
National Bank of Lincoln was like most banks created in the decades 
after the American Civil War, with an unremarkable total circulation 
of $878,000 and an operational period spanning several decades. 
However, the First National Bank is one of a few that have consistently 
provided collectors with high-end First Charter Nationals, a series 
otherwise littered with notes that witnessed heavy circulation. The 
present note is representative of one of those notes that somehow 
evaded redemption and appears as fresh as the day it was cut from a 
sheet almost 150 years ago.

Featuring a dynamic vignette of the Battle of Lexington at left and one known as Loyalty at right coupled with a richly ornate and detailed 
back vignette titled the “Baptism of Pocahontas” adapted from a painting by John Gadsby Chapman culminate in an aesthetic spectacle 
that is further accentuated by the rich detail and bold colors endemic to this premium example. A total of 10 First Charter $20s are 
recorded on this Edgar County charter by the National Bank Note Census. Noted for “Exceptional Paper Quality” by PMG.

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Paris, Illinois. $5 1902 Red Seal. Fr. 588. The First NB. Charter #3376. PMG Choice Uncirculated 64 EPQ. Serial Number 1. A 
downright exceptional note from this Edgar County institution. Representing both the finest known for the charter and only second 
Serial Number 1 recorded here by the National Bank Note Census, this example is indeed a trophy note worthy of the most discerning 
and specialized collections. 


First chartered in 1885 the First National Bank of Paris, Illinois, succeeded the earlier First National Bank (Charter #1555) which is 
perhaps best known to collectors today for the small trove of Uncirculated First Charter $10 and $20 Nationals. Issuing a total circulation 
of $2.27 million in both large and small size Nationals, the First National Bank (under a different title) had an estimated $17,145 in large 
size Nationals outstanding at the time of its closing in 1931, as a result of falling into receivership in May of that year. Today only a trio $5 
Red Seals are available to collectors, of which the present example represents the finest known by a proverbial mile, thanks to the banker 
who likely saved it as a souvenir. 

Featuring broad and even margins, a rare trait for a National, this note offers the collector more than just rarity, the exceptional condition 
of this offering stands apart from the notes recorded on this institution. With bright paper and boldly extant signatures from Cashier R. 
G. Sutherland and President Asa J. Baber, this note appears as original as the day it were saved, a trait confirmed by the “EPQ” designation 
for “Exceptional Paper Quality” applied by PMG.

The $10 A position 
note has some wear commensurate with light handling, whereas both 
notes from the B and C positions have received PMG’s coveted EPQ 
qualifier for “Exceptional Paper Quality. The $20 which represents 
the bottom of the sheet has received a Choice Uncirculated grade 
designation from PMG without such a qualifier. Overall, a fantastic 
group which marks a rare opportunity for the specialist of Indiana 
Nationals.

Chartered in 1906, the First National Bank would issue just over $1,762,100 in National Currency before falling into receivership likely as 
a result of the Great Depression. Today, less than 100 notes are known from this institution with only just 3 of those notes accounting for 
examples of the present type, a figure which includes this note and a second Serial Number 1 from the same sheet. 


The nature of this rarity also extends to the impressive state of preservation of this note. Before the end of PCGS-Currency in 2019, this 
note represented the finest example of Fr. 615 ever graded by that company, a distinction shared by only a single note at PMG. With 
exceptional margins and utterly fresh and original coupled with the overt originality of the bank signatures, the National Bank Note 
collector of means would be remiss to not consider the rare nature of this offering as once it crosses the auction block in March it likely 
wont appear again for sometime barring any unforeseen circumstances.

A prominent 
Midwestern banking firm, the Merchants National Bank of Indianapolis was first chartered in 1865 and operated until 2006 when it was merged 
with a bank out of Cleveland. During the National Banking-Era, the Merchants National Bank issued $17,482,920 in National Currency, a 
substantial figure, but one that still paled in comparison to the titanic banking firms of New York of San Francisco which issued massive quantities 
of National Bank Notes in excess of $100,000,000.00. The total number of survivors from the Merchants National Bank today is approximately 513 
notes according to the National Bank Note Census, a figure well above the average. However, among the survivors only a handful have attained a 
comparable grade at PMG, a distinction which sets this note apart from its mountain of unremarkable peers.

While a few are known in high grade, this lovely AU certainly ranks 
among the most attractive and has rightly been awarded the EPQ 
designation from PMG for “Exceptional Paper Quality.”

In total, 59 notes are recorded 
for this charter which only issued large size from its initial charter in 
1865 until giving it up in 1929.

Canada, Theresa was once home to the Farmers National Bank. As 
an institution the Farmers National Bank was established in 1906 
following an amendment to the National Banking Act passed in 1900 
which provided for the establishment of banks with just a capitalization 
of $25,000 in communities smaller than 3,000. The bank itself survived 
past 1935 and was likely merged or acquired in the years following 
WWIL In any case, this note represents a rare offering as this example 
is just 1 of 11 recorded by the National Bank Note Census for this 
small hamlet tucked away in the hinterlands of Upstate New York.

A pleasing Ohio Red Seal 
$10 National with light circulation and bright and original paper, 
details engraved in a variety of grey and black tones, and vivid red 
overprints, a trait which shares an interesting similarity, albeit 
superficial similarity to the school colors of Ohio State University. A 
fitting aesthetic distinction for an Ohio National, even more so if this 
example hailed from Columbus.

Of 
those, The First National Bank in Carmen represents the most readily 
available of these with 21 notes enumerated in the National Bank Note 
Census. This note represents the lowest serial recorded on its charter 
and should make for a rare opportunity for the devoted specialist of 
Oklahoma Nationals. PMG comments “Stains Lightened.”

This 
example is likely the second finest known of the seven notes recorded 
to date based on limited census data.

From 1880 to the 1920s notes bearing “Series of 1880” were integral to commerce in 
the United States, and account for a significant portion of recorded large-size notes today. 


However, those figures, as one would expect, are highly skewed towards lower denominations, high denomination notes like the $50 and 
$100 are prohibitively rare on the open market and only appear with frequency at only the most prestigious of auctions. With only a scant 
67 notes recorded overall for this Friedberg entry, most are uncirculated as these likely languished in bank vaults and rarely circulated 
outside of limited channels. Bestowed with exceptional eye appeal and originality this note exudes with appeal in both a technical and 
aesthetic sense. In a technical sense, this note is one of only 9 examples to have achieved the coveted Gem Uncirculated 66 grade at PMG. 
Even margins and bold details contrasted against the creamy-white paper accentuate the aesthetic aspects. Aesthetically this example 
oozes with the aesthetic excess common to notes of the period. At left, is a portrait of Founding Father Benjamin Franklin while at right is 
a forceful depiction of a female allegorical figure of Amazonian features representing “America” who is leaning against a shield and holds a 
sword in her right hand while wearing a chain-mail cuirass. At center is an ornamental die with the Roman numeral L within and FIFTY 
spelled out above. A large brownish-red spiked Treasury Seal appears just to the right of center which practically dominates the face while 
the vivid array of green inks of the reverse exudes with originality. Overall, this note represents a premium item that is sure to assume a 
place of honor in whatever collection it may land.

A pleasing 
and evenly circulated “Porthole” $5 with terrific margins and great 
color for the assigned grade. Sure to attract attention as there seem 
to be never enough examples of this popular Friedberg to satisfy 
collector demand.

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Fr. 282. 1923 $5 Silver Certificate. PCGS Currency Very Fine 25. A 
pleasing $5 “Porthole” displaying even circulation and great color, this 
example stands among the most iconic of notes issued by the United 
States and has long been a favorite with collectors.

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Choice Uncirculated 1880 $10 Silver Certificate 
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Fr. 289. 1880 $10 Silver Certificate. PMG Choice Uncirculated 63 EPQ. A rare type seen with a noted degree of irregularity in any 
denomination, the short-lived “Certificates of Deposit” marked the earliest entry in a long line of Silver Certificates issued until the 1960s. 
Featuring a portrait of American financier Robert Morris, and a large Treasury Seal and overprinted denomination counter below it, this 
note like its peers continued the dominant aesthetic trend which emphasized intricate design elements and exotic colors which often 
marked an eye-popping contrast with subsidiary elements. Representing the finest example of this Friedberg that we've sold in recent 
years, this note has received the coveted EPQ designation from PMG for “Exceptional Paper Quality” and is wholly worthy of a premium 
bid and will undoubtedly serve to enhance whatever collection it may soon stand a part of once the bidding process comes to its natural 
conclusion. PMG comments “Contemporary Ink & Great Embossing.”

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Fr. 300. 1891 $10 Silver Certificate. PMG Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ. A rare note with just over 160 notes recorded by Track & Price, 
most examples are recorded in circulated and are wholly incomparable to the present offering. This aptly named “Tombstone” features a 
solemn portrait of Vice President Thomas A. Hendricks who briefly served in that position under President Grover C. Cleveland from 
1885 to 1886. So-called for the resemblance of the portrait to an eponymous tombstone that one would find in a graveyard. 


Preserved in an uncommon state of preservation, this note appears as it did the day it was cut from its sheet in the late 1890s. From the 
broad even margins to the bright and utterly original paper and the vivid lifelike color, this example is clearly deserving of the assigned 
grade by PMG and stands befitting of only the most comprehensive and advanced collection. Without a doubt this “Tombstone” is sure 
to please.

A bright mid grade offering the iconic “ITombstone” with a fresh sense of 
originality uncommon to most circulated examples.

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Fr. 304. 1908 $10 Silver Certificate. PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. A common “Tombstone” when contrasted against the surviving 
population of other “Tombstone” $10 Silver Certificates, a type so named for the shape of the portrait of then-recently deceased Vice 
President Thomas A. Hendricks who died only a few months after assuming office alongside fellow Democrat, President Grover C. 
Cleveland. Imbued with uncommon eye appeal which is sure to attract the viewer’s attention, the bright denim-blue Treasury Seal and 
serial numbers mark a remarkable contrast against the bright original paper which appears in a cream-like color one would expect of 
vanilla ice cream. In all, an opportunity worthy of the utmost consideration for the collector seeking to acquire an impressive example of 
this otherwise common Friedberg that stands in a league of its own in terms of both technical and aesthetic quality.

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Fr. 304. 1908 $10 Silver Certificate. PCGS Banknote Choice Very Fine 35. A choice example of the final “Tombstone” $10 bearing even 
circulation and strong eye appeal. Both traits that readily shine through the encapsulation.

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Fr. 311. 1880 $20 Silver Certificate. PMG Very Fine 30. A mid grade offering of this scarce type and denomination which has long been 
the subject of demand well in excess of an already limited supply. Featuring a portrait of Commodore Stephen Decatur, renowned for his 
brazen acts of heroism during the Barbary Wars, the Burning of the USS Philadelphia, and his service during the War of 1812, Decatur’s 
command saw the capture of the HMS Macedonian in 1812 before surrendering to a superior British force in 1814 following a protracted 
engagement. Following the end of hostilities, Decatur resumed his duties and saw further service against the Barbary Pirates and would 
later accept a political appointment upon his return from the Mediterranean, a choice that would set him on the course to a fateful duel 
with a fellow officer that would result in Decatur’s death owing to wounds sustained. 


$7,000-$10,000 
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Fr. 313. 1886 $20 Silver Certificate. PMG Very Fine 20. Although a fact that 1886 $20 “Diamond Back” Silver Certificates are rare as a 
whole with under 200 examples recorded across the series with the bulk of those accounting for Fr. 314 which features a large brown spiked 
Treasury Seal and the signatures of Rosecrans and Hyatt. Similar in composition to their Fr. 314 counterparts, the Fr. 313 also features the 
signatures of Rosecrans and Hyatt, but for one key difference easy to overlook upon a cursory glance. 


The presence of a large peach-red spiked Treasury Seal to the left of Manning’s portrait, indicates that this comes from the initial printing of 
this type. Track & Price records a total of 17 notes, of which 3 are impounded in institutional collections likely forever away from the hands 
of appreciative collectors. As a result, this particular Friedberg marks the rarest individual variety of this popular type and denomination. 


$10,000-$15,000 
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Fr. 314. 1886 $20 Silver Certificate. PMG Very Fine 30. Evenly circulated and featuring a large brown spiked Treasury Seal to left of 
Manning’s portrait along with the signatures of Register William S. Rosecrans and Treasurer James N. Huston. The reverse like many 
comparable notes of the era features an ornate reverse design that eschews open space and is commonly referred to by collectors as the 
“Diamond Back” for the intricate reverse design which was soon disfavored with the “Series of 1891.”

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Fr. 317. 1891 $20 Silver Certificate. PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. Low Serial Number. Likely saved by an individual with connections 
at the Treasury Department, this example avoided a life of circulation like so many of its peers in an era when numismatic interest in paper 
money was confined to the fringes of interest. Among a small handful of survivors representing the first ten serial numbers, this note is 
plainly exceptional and sits above the already small handful of circulated notes known for this Friedberg. With vivid and intricate design 
elements and a bold bi-colored overprint, even the most advanced of collectors cannot help but be taken aback by the quality and aesthetic 
spectacle of this note. 


Featuring a portrait of then-recently deceased Treasury Secretary Daniel Manning, Manning served in the first administration of President 
Grover Cleveland before ill heath factored into his resignation shortly before his eventual death. As a close confidant to Cleveland, Manning 
had long been involved in Democratic politics and helped secure the Democratic nomination for Cleveland at the 1884 Democratic 
National Convention in Chicago. Like Cleveland’s first Vice President Thomas A. Hendricks, Manning was commemorated with a 
memorial depiction on a contemporary banknote. Flanked by a pair of allegorical figures representing agriculture and industry, Manning's 
portrait accounts for an outsized presence on what is arguably one of the more striking designs of the period. PMG Pop 2/None Finer. 


$30,000-$50,000 
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Fr. 319. 1891 $20 Silver Certificate. PMG Very Fine 20. This Bruce-Roberts signature combination is one of the scarcest for the 1891 $20 Silver 
Certificates. It features Daniel Manning at center and a small, scalloped treasury seal at lower right. The back displays the new open design that 
began with the 1891 silvers. This is handsome example with a modicum of light folds and bright paper.

Choice Uncirculated Fr. 321 1891 $20 Silver Certificate 
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Fr. 321. 1891 $20 Silver Certificate. PMG Choice Uncirculated 64. Representing the penultimate iteration of the $20 Silver Certificate. 
This notes features a solemn portrait of Treasury Secretary Daniel Manning and the engraved signatures of Parker and Burke who 
concurrently served together from 1913 to 1914. Overall, this example stands as an attractive example of its type with the eye appeal to 
match.

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Fr. 328. 1880 $50 Silver Certificate. PMG Very Fine 30. Exceedingly rare in any condition, the Certificates of Deposit notes represent 
the first entry in a long line of silver certificates issued from 1878 through the 1960s. Issued in tiny quantities, this note represents just 1 of 
100,000 printed overall of which this example is the highest serial number currently recorded by the Track & Price Census and just 1 of 3 
recorded at this grade level at PMG. Featuring the portrait of Edward Everett, the portrait of the late senator is prominent at right. A large 
reddish-brown spiked Treasury Seal is at the center and focuses the viewer's attention. The engraved signatures of Rosecrans and Huston 
are stacked to the bottom right in an unusual arrangement seldom seen on federal issues. Even circulation is observed, and this note lacks 
any restorations as with many notes of comparable rarity and value and has rightfully been graded without comment by PMG. 


$50,000-$75,000 
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Fr. 334. 1891 $50 Silver Certificate. PMG Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ. A denomination seen with the utmost and sporadic regularity, 
of those, the few survivors which remain have bore witness to circulation whether moderate or extensive. Representing the highest 
denomination of its type produced at the time, $50 Silver Certificates like this one imitate the earlier Treasury Notes of 1891 in an aesthetic 
sense and were backed by Morgan-design silver dollars stored at various Treasury facilities. 


Featuring the engraved signatures of Register William T. Vernon and Treasurer Charles H. Treat and a portrait of Senator Edward Everett 
of Massachusetts, this note is bestowed with exceptional eye appeal on account of the impressive and uncommon assigned grade and the 
utter originality of the paper. From the vividly inked plate impression framed and centered by frame-like margins and complemented by 
bold overprints, jet-black engraved, which mark a noted albeit distinctive contrast with the bright paper. 


A rare note in its own time, an estimated 225,000 examples of this Friedberg were produced by the Bureau of Engraving & Printing with 
less than 50 examples enumerated by Track & Price today. PMG Pop 3/1 Finer. 


$60,000-$80,000 
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Fr. 335. 1891 $50 Silver Certificate. PMG About Uncirculated 50. An appealing example representative of a scarce denomination for the 
present type, light circulation is observed through the encapsulation surface. Representing a minor alteration to those issued under the 
1878 and 1880 series, this example displays strong detail throughout and stands above the mass of examples for this Friedberg that is all 
too commonly encountered in lower grades. Overall, a superb opportunity for the advanced albeit discerning collector to add a premium 
example of this type to their holdings.

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Fr. 348. 1890 $1 Treasury Note. PCGS Currency About New 53. Featuring a portrait of Edwin Stanton who served as Secretary of War under 
Presidents Abraham Lincoln and Andrew Johnson, the present example stands among the visually striking “Ornate Back” Treasury Notes issued in 
the early 1890s before the Treasury Department ordered a design change under the belief that the intricate reverse design complicated counterfeit 
detection. Overall, an appealing example with no shortage of eye appeal and one where evidence of circulation is difficult to detect.

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Fr. 350. 1891 $1 Treasury Note. PMG Superb Gem Uncirculated 67 EPQ. A remarkable note preserved in a remarkable state of 
preservation. Precise centering, crisp margins, bold colors, bright paper, and exceptional detail are readily evident upon this piece of 
numismatic Americana. Only a handful of notes representing this Friedberg have achieved this lofty grade at PMG, a trait that extends to 
subsequent signature combinations. In our Spring and August 2023 Showcase auctions we had the privilege of handling a pair of superb 
gem examples representing Fr. 351 and Fr. 352 which realized a final price in excess of the official estimate. Like its comparably graded 
counterparts that we sold last year, we would not be surprised if this wonderful note exceeds our estimate when the hammer finally falls 
on this lot.

Minimal evidence 
of circulation and a rich cacophony of engraved details from grapes to flowers add to the ever-complex design anchored by a portrait of one of 
the more obscure personalities from the American Civil War. Featuring the portrait of General George H. Thomas, Thomas a southerner was 
one of the few officers from the south to fight for the Union during the Conflict. Thomas fought with distinction at the Battles of Stones River, 
Chickamauga, Missionary Ridge, Chattanooga, and Nashville securing multiple victories over Confederate forces in some of the most strategically 
consequential battles of the entire conflict, but was overshadowed by his counterparts on both sides of the conflict in life and in death.

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A Gem Fr. 364 1891 $5 Treasury Note 
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Fr. 364. 1891 $5 Treasury Note. PMG Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ. Often relegated to second chair by the “ornate back” Treasury Notes of 
1890, this “open back” 1891 $5 is nonetheless sure to please sophisticated collectors seeking to assemble a first rate type set. With original 
paper reminiscent of the day this note was printed over 125 years ago, vivid details that remain bold down to the individual hairs on George 
H. Thomas whose portrait assumes a commanding position, the quality of the present example cannot be understated.

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Fr. 366. 1890 $10 Treasury Note. PCGS Currency Extremely Fine 45. 
As a decade, the 1890s represent the pinnacle of intricacy and excess, 
traits once common to the paper currency issued by the United States. 
Featuring portraits of renowned Union military personalities and 
American Founding Fathers, the 1890s gave us the likes of the $1,000 
“Grand Watermelon’ and the 1896 $5 Silver Certificate issued as part of 
the “Educational Series,’ all designs engraved down to the smallest and 
most minute details and executed in a vivid array of color, collectors 
look upon this period with the utmost awe, with bids comparable to 
that sense. Although not ranked among the 100 Greatest American 
Currency Notes written by Q. David Bowers and David M. Sundman, 
the Series of 1890 $10 Treasury is a visual spectacle worthy of its peers. 
Featuring a portrait of an elderly General Philip H. Sheridan adapted 
from a photograph taken towards the end of his life and a large spiked 
jasper-red Treasury seal laid against a multitude of engraved counters 
and design element executed in the utmost complexity this example 
displays evidence of only light circulation and retains eye appeal 
befitting a note assigned a higher grade. Indeed, an underrated note 
that deserves recognition and appreciation on par with its iconic 
counterparts that represent the pinnacle of a long lost epoch of 
banknote design, an art brought to its truest form during the 1890s.

1888) is situated at center, and is flanked by ornate denomination 
counters and design elements that lend significant aesthetic appeal 
to this highly desired denomination. The reverse by extension is 
comparatively muted compared to the aesthetic excess of the face, but 
employs ornate design elements and ample open space, reflecting the 
dictates and beliefs of Treasury officials during the early 1890s. Noted 
for “Exceptional Paper Quality” by PMG.

Fr. 374. 1890 $20 Treasury Note. PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. Representing the final entry in this short-lived, albeit aesthetically 
intricate type derided by the Treasury Department as potentially susceptible to counterfeiting on account of the crowded nature of the 
reverse design. Although the Treasury Department did not appreciate the visual spectacle in their own time, collectors today feverishly 
marvel at the level of detail, as all denominations of this popular series often face a competitive bidding process when a premium or 
appealing example crosses the auction block. 


Featuring the engraved portrait of Chief Justice John Marshall executed and engraved by German immigrant Charles Schlecht, the Chief 
Justice assumes a prominent and stately position to the left of a central denomination counter and various clauses. The red scalloped 
Treasury Seal is sharply detailed and boldly inked and marks an ample albeit appealing contrast against the bright paper and engraved 
details. The engraved signatures of Register William S. Rosecrans and Treasurer Enos H. Nebeker sit just above the ornate bottom margin, 
while a cacophony of green inks makes up the totality of the exceptionally detailed reverse design. 


Without a doubt an exceptional example and among the finest that we have offered for this Friedberg, this note represents a scarce 
opportunity to acquire a coveted type. Bearing in mind a recent auction where an example graded Choice Uncirculated 64 EPQ realized 
an impressive $43,200 it would stand to reason that the present offering will amount to a bargain at our low estimate.

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Fr. 375. 1891 $20 Treasury Note. PMG Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ. Fiercely sought by collectors with the utmost ferocity, $20 Treasury Notes 
have long been a favorite of collectors. Ranked prominently in Bowers and Sundman’s book 100 Greatest American Currency Notes, demand 
often outstrips supply for this popular type and denomination. Adding in mind the fact that this note is preserved in an exceptional grade and 
retains originality and eye appeal commensurate with that status, this example should attract both attention and spirted bidding to match. PMG 
comments “Great Embossing.”

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Fr. 375. 1891 $20 Treasury Note. PCGS Banknote Choice About Uncirculated 58 Details. A nice example of an “Open Back” $20 Treasury 
Note. Always popular with collectors, this example has experienced only the lightest touch of circulation and faces up marvelously for the assigned 
grade. PCGS Banknote comments “Minor Design Redrawn, Small Internal Repairs.”

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Fr. 375. 1891 $20 Treasury Note. PMG Very Fine 30. An example of this rare and always in-demand type, Chief Justice John Marshall is depicted 
at left and is flanked by a small red scalloped Treasury seal at right and is further accentuated by sharp geometric lathe work on the reverse 
executed in bold hunter-green ink. Even circulation is likewise observed and serves to further the already crisp eye appeal of this lovely note. 


$3,500-$4,500 
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Important $100 Watermelon Note 
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Fr. 377. 1890 $100 Treasury Note. PCGS Banknote About Uncirculated 50 Details. Minor Restorations, Minor Design Redrawn. 
Known to collectors simply as the “Baby Watermelon,” this short-lived type and denomination has long been a favorite of the collecting 
fraternity. Bearing a portrait of Admiral David Farragut, this note is among the most intricate of notes ever produced by the United States 
in a time when aesthetic excess represented the norm in banknote production. 


Featuring the engraved signatures of Register William S. Rosecrans and Treasurer James N. Huston, this note represents the sole signature 
combination for its series, and the $100 Treasury Note to feature an “Ornate Back” which the Treasury derided as overly complicated and 
thus, more susceptible to counterfeit. As a result, this beautiful short-lived design was consigned to the status of a numismatic footnote, 
albeit one that has appreciated a noticeable following in recent decades and reigns among the pantheon as one of the quintessential “trophy 
notes” of American paper money. 
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Ranked by Q. David Bowers and David M. Sundman at 
position No. 18 in their seminal work, 100 Greatest American 
Currency Notes, both men contend that had its $1,000 
counterpart dubbed the “Grand Watermelon” by collectors 
had never been produced, the $100 “Baby Watermelon” 
would likely occupy a spot at or close to the top of their list. 


The offering of the present note which displays only light 
circulation is note without precedent. In 2018, we sold a 
$100 “Baby Watermelon” graded About New 50 by PCGS- 
Currency for an impressive $264,000, and later in March 
2020 the finest known example graded Choice Uncirculated 
63 EPQ by PMG for $372,000 right before the market hit 
stratospheric heights where it likely would have brought an 
ever stronger realization. 


In any case, this example stands as an attractive masterwork 
indicative of the lofty standards among the artisan engravers 
employed by the Bureau of Engraving & Printing in the final 
decades of the Nineteenth Century. This note has nonetheless 
attained a details designation from PCGS-Banknote for 
“Minor Restorations” and “Minor Design Redrawn, although 
unfortunate, this designation is but a trifling matter when 
weighed against the desirability and historic significance of 
this offering. From the bold color which appears sharp and 
captures minor details and design elements down to Admiral 
Farragut’s rank insignia, while the ornate reverse from which 
the “Watermelon” moniker is derived from, appears in a 
multitude of green hues presented in the utmost detail, a 
distinction that contrasts nicely with the bright paper and 
engraved details. 


With only 35 examples of this Friedberg recorded by Track 
& Price, and at least 7 examples impounded in government 
or institutional collections forever bidden away from the 
appreciative hands of collectors, the “Baby Watermelon” is 
already a rare sight, albeit one with a degree of regularity in 
headlining major auctions. 


Even so, the appearance of this note marks an outstanding 
opportunity for the most advanced and discerning collectors 
to finally acquire a note missing from even the most 
comprehensive collections. 


Admiral David Farragut (1801 - 1870) 


Raised at sea by his adoptive Father, Captain David Porter, 
Farragut would inaugurate his long and distinguished career 
by joining the United States Navy at the age of 9 years old 
with the rank of Midshipman bestowed upon him shortly 
thereafter as a result of his adoptive father’s influence. 


Farragut in turn, would see service during the War of 1812 
aboard the USS Essex and later in the Pacific as part of the 
ill-fated Nuku Hiva Campaign before being captured by the 
British following the capture of the Essex in an engagement 
off Valparaiso in what is now Chile. 


Following the War of 1812, Farragut would assume a series 
of commands. From serving as commanding officer aboard 
the USS Ferret as part of anti-piracy operations in the West 
Indies to commanding the USS Saratoga during the Mexican 
American War and the establishment of the Mare Island Navy 
Yard, Farragut had already built a distinguished naval career 
before the American Civil War, of which Farragut is arguably 
best remembered for in terms of personal involvement. 


A southerner by birth and residence, Farragut was a 
vehement Unionist diametrically opposed to succession. 
His early service in the conflict saw him posted to the Gulf 
Blockading Squadron which would capture New Orleans in 
April 1862. Farragut would further distinguish himself at 
the Battle of Mobile Bay where Farragut’s squadron engaged 
Confederate naval forces led by Admiral Franklin Buchanan 
in order to further isolate the Confederacy from access to the 
ocean. In doing so, Farragut is arguably best known for his 
albeit paraphrased quote “Damn the torpedoes, full speed 
ahead!” Farragut’s decisive action even at the cost of one of his 
Ironclad Monitors, the USS Tecumseh, allowed his fleet to get 
beyond the heavy guns of Fort Morgan and Fort Gaines at the 
entrance of Mobile Bay. In the course of the battle, Farragut 
would climb the rigging of his Flagship the USS Hartford, in 
order to attain a better view over the smoke, in doing so his 
crew fearing for their Commanding Officer’s safety lashed 
him to the mast and rigging. In turn, the Confederacy was cut 
off from its last major port on the Gulf of Mexico and Farragut 
was soon promoted to Vice Admiral, a move which made him 
the senior ranking officer for the United States Navy. 


Following the end of the conflict in 1865, Farragut would 
continue his service with the United States Navy, and was 
elevated to the rank of Admiral in 1866 becoming the first 
person in its history to hold that rank. Farragut would later 
command the European Squadron from 1867 - 1868 and 
would remain on active duty for life, a rare honor afforded 
to only a handful of naval officers. Farragut would later die in 
1870 following a heart attack while on vacation and would be 
interned at Woodlawn Cemetery following a dramatic albeit 
grand funeral procession which was attended by President 
Ulysses S. Grant. PCGS Banknote comments “Minor 
Restorations, Minor Design Redrawn” 


$225,000-$325,000 
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An FRBN Replacement Without Equal 
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Fr. 710%. 1918 $1 Federal Reserve Bank Note. Boston. PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. A replacement without equal, this note 
represents the finest known between grading services for this scarce Boston district replacement. Missing from even the most comprehensive 
collections, this note represents the finest example of this Friedberg that we have ever handled. Preserved in an exceptional state of 
preservation this note appears as fresh as the day it was printed without any hint of handling.

These ultra-high denomination notes are highly sought-after by collectors as this represents the highest denomination of United States 
currency ever available for public circulation despite the fact that most were used primarily for bank to bank transactions. More attractive 
than most offered at auction, the example offered here faces up well on account of the fact it never entered circulation. Free from internal 
damage, this example does display evidence of restoration, a typical outcome for many Binion notes due to how these notes were displayed.

Benny Binion (1904 - 1989) 


An eccentric and colorful personality Binion, born Lester Ben Binion, Binion hailed from a small town just north of Dallas, Texas. 
Growing up, Binion soon developed a taste for gambling and soon found himself involved in criminal activities from moonshining during 
prohibition to running illegal gambling rackets in Dallas and surrounding areas. 


Fleeing following the election of a new sheriff, Binion soon established himself in Las Vegas, but between rivals, licensing issues and legal 
troubles which saw him convicted of tax evasion in 1953, Binion sold his majority share of the Horseshoe which had opened in 1951. 
Regaining a controlling interest in the Horseshoe in 1957, Binion through his efforts turned it into a profitable and legendary enterprise 
among the multitude of gambling institutions to operate within the boundaries of Las Vegas. 


Later in life, Binion would become a central figure in the history of Poker. Between organizing high stakes tournaments such as the 
legendary tournament between Johnny Moss and Nick “The Greek” Dandolos in 1949 to the creation of the World Series of Poker (WSOP) 
an annual series of tournaments held in Paradise, Nevada. 


Dying of heart failure in 1989 at the age of 85, Binion’s numismatic legacy is one that is recognizable across disciplines. From the Binion 
Family Hoard of silver coins and silver dollars to the individual $10,000 Federal Reserve Notes that once comprised Binion's Horseshoe 
display, the Binion name will long be synonymous with the hobby and looked upon with a degree of awe comparable to even the most 
established and advanced collectors.
